158, deem it expedient that such a practice should 
be prohibited, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of 
the Municipal District of Royal, No. 158, enacts as 
follows: 

All lugged tractors, heavy trucks and heavy vehic¬ 
les shall ho prohibited on graded roads when such roads are ii^ a 
soft and muddy condition and unlit for such traffic. 

Anyone violating the provisions of this By-law 
shall, upon. summary conviction by any competent authority 
empowered to hear the same, be guilty of an offence and shall be 
liable to the penalty provided in the By-law providing for the 
enforcement of the By-laws of the District.

LINING IP FOR DIVIDENDS 

During the past week or two, Alberta has been kept on 
the alert, by announcement that registration is to com¬ 
mence shortly for basic dividends, thus introducing the first 
step toward Social Credit. 

In the early stages one wondered why it was necessary 
to have any special registration. The Dominion census re¬ 
turns have just been completed laying bare the facts ot 
life. About a years ago provincial and dominion voters’ lists 
were made out quite a comprehensive and costly business. 
And now arrives the basic dividend registration. 

However, there may be special qualifications which seem 
to require a new registration and the hope of Premier Ab- 
erhart is that no new expense will be involved. There will 
no doubt be some disappointed people, as it is stated that 
those registering must have five years of British citizen¬ 
ship and one year’s residence in Alberta. It might have 
been wiser to make it two years’ residence in Alberta as 
there is said to have been quite an influx to Alberta ill the 
last eighteen months lured hither by the hope of dividends. 
Such people have had no part in building the province, and 
do not qualify for cultural heritage. 

Another feature of the registration is that every individ¬ 
ual should step up and sign. Otherwise his name may not ap¬ 
pear. There is the likeliehood that many will not sign up, 
which of course is a personal matter. Nobody is compelled 
to register. It is entirely voluntary. At the moment our na¬ 
tural resources on which basic dividends may be issued, 
look very badly depleted. And it is likely that in proportion 
to the dwindling of the natural resources, the registration 
list will grow. 

People who ordinarily would not have favored the idea 
of accepting basic dividends, may turn- to these in a last 
desperate hope of getting through the year. Any source of 
revenue will have to come out of thin air. It is not in the 
fields. 


CANADIAN WAR FARE 

When the call was issued for fire fighters to combat the 
fire fury that has invaded Alberta, and when scores of 
young boys and men applied for hazardous" and infinitely 
wearisome work, no one could fail to mark the similarity 
with war years. The same spirit which rushed young boys 
into enlistment offices in the early months of the war, is 
quite as strong today. In 1914 employment was dull, the 
business outlook was dull. War was an adventure, with the 
touch of patriotism to make it noble. In later war yearn, 
enlisting was a somewhat grimmer matter, but still an ad¬ 
venture. The alacrity with which the young lad? 
applied for the fire-fighting, was a flat negation of the 
charge that the modern generation will not accept work if 
it has the chance. Knowing to some extent at least, the 
dangers and the painful and exhausting labor of fire fight¬ 
ing these boys leaped at the chance to be of use and to 


earn the small wage that goes with the work. They show¬ 
ed courage, and they have since shown endurance. They 
deserve all the commendation accorded soldiers,"because 
they have been fighting a very real grim.warfare against 
the forces of destruction. They have been exposed to dang¬ 
er, injury, exhaustion and the barrage of fire. 

In a country Buch as Canada, we are in direct and daily 
contact with elemental forces, which challenge man to 
perpetual battle. It is a struggle to conserve and build, ra¬ 
ther than to destroy and ruin. Every resource and all our 
ability are required to combat the destructive impulses of 
nature. 

It is little wonder that this business of men tearing each 
other in pieces and pulling down what has taken centur¬ 
ies to build seems to us a pitiful and incredibly wicked pur¬ 
suit. . . ’ •" ‘ 

C. C. C. WORKERS 

“The Observer” writing in the farm supplement of the 
Calgary Herald, makes observations with which many 
Canadians visiting in United States are in accord. He says: 

“As I drove over the fine roads they are making in Un¬ 
ited States I passed truckload after truckload of these 
young men going to or coming from their work. They were 
the happiest, most cheerful looking people with whom 1 
ever came in contact. The reason for this was simple 
enough. They were getting pay for doing constructive work. 
Their jobs were secure so long as they gave service and 
the work they were doing meant something,- not otily ^o 
them but to the welfare of the country. And, I imagine, a 
good deal of their happiness and optimism was due to the 
fact that they were looking as free men and not under act¬ 
ual or semi-military discipline, such as marked Canadian 
work camps of a similar nature. Of course the Federal gov¬ 
ernment is paying for a goodly proportion of this work 
and it is costing a lot of money.ln Canada much also is com 
ing from the Dominion government. The difference between 
the two schemes is that across the border the cost is suf¬ 
ficient to make permanent and necessary improvements 
possible, and at the same time offering employment for the 
uneployed, while in Canada people on relief, lacking con¬ 
structive employment, and bound down by multifarious re¬ 
lief administration regulations, get the feeling that they 
are definitely “on the dole” and feel resentful or hopeless 
about it, as the ease may be. 

ACTION wanted: 

The federal government will best recommend itself to the 
people of this province by providing some relief from the 
situation which confronts all owners of cattle. It is almost 
two weeks since representatives from the west were called 
to conference in Ottawa. Previous to that the government 
was bombarded with messages providing full data as to 
the seriousness of the situation. There can be no plea ol 
ignorance as to the situation which grows more acute daily. 
Stock is being forced on to a market in which there is no 
demand and the mental anxiety of cattlemen and farmers 
in respect to the future should be immediately relieved by 
some concrete measure. 

The federal ministers have agreed that “something must 
be done,” an admission which offers hope that the industry 
will be assisted. 

As is known to all, the cattle industry in all its ramifica¬ 
tions brings in more revenue and means more to Canada in 
general than the wheat industry, which has received con¬ 
siderable assistance from time to time, and cost the coun¬ 
try a large amount last year. The plea for a stabilization 
fund which will relieve the present livestock emergency is 
reasonable and modest. The importance of the industry to 
the country, the successive years bf adverse markets and 
conditions, the, present widespread feed shortage, all 
• create a condition which must be remedied substantially 
and immediately. ^

Highways construction work being 
carried on under the Prosperity Certi¬ 
ficates plan will be paid for in certi¬ 
ficates as soon after August 1 as time 
sheets are received, Hon. Lucien May¬ 
nard, Minister without portfolio, de¬ 
clared on last Tuesday. 

“The certificates will be here and 
there will be no hold-up,” he said 
when shown a despatch from Drum- 
heller in which it was stated that the 
certificates would not be ready until 
the middle of August. 

“The certificates are in the course 
of preparation,” he said. “The final de¬ 
sign has been approved. We expect the 
first payment to be made about Aug¬ 
ust 1. There will be no payments 
prior to that date.” 

“Have you drafted your budget of 
commitments under the certificates 
plan for August?” the minister was 
asked. 

“Not yet,” he replied. “This will de¬ 
pend to some eectent on the amount of 
work done in July, and we will not 
know the extent of the work, nor the 
actual number of men engaged there¬ 
on until we receive the time sheets.” 

Asked regarding methodof distribu¬ 
tion of the certificates to the work¬ 
men, the minister said that foremen 
would forward time sheets to the gov¬ 
ernment. These sheets then would be 
checked by auditors and when all was 
found to be correct the necessary 
amount of certificates with the amount 
to be distributed to each man would be 
sent to the foremen.—Albertan.

An article in the Country Guide of 
recent date, which has been extensive¬ 
ly copied in other papers, gives exper¬ 
ience ip control of soil drifting. 

J. R. Clarke, farming on a heavy 
clay soil in western Saskatchewan, be¬ 
lieves that the tiller combine provides 
the solution of the soil-drifting prob¬ 
lem. After the disastrous and wide¬ 
spread blow of 1933 he tried strip 
farming and was forced to conclude 
that for his type of soil, and conducted 
as he did it, strip farming only aggra¬ 
vated his troubles. Grass is an im¬ 
practicable solution, and cover crops 
cannot be depended on, for in the dry 
years it is not always possible to ger¬ 
minate a crop in late summer. 

“With the advent of the tiller,” he 
says, “a new method of farming is 
possible, and well adapted to this soil." 
The problem in the past has been to 
work the land in the spring, ih such a 
way as to kill weeds and to establish 
an effective seed bed. 

He finds that the tiller combine en¬ 
ables him to grow three successive 
grain crops after a fallow. As long as 
he turns all the stubble back into the 
•land, which this implement enables 
him to do, he feels the soil will become 
sufficiently stocked with fibre and 
binding material. This of course 
means no more stubble burning, a 
practice fairly common in his district 
in times past.
